FOR FISCAL ‘YEAR EXPECTED 


Figure Based on Roosevelt's Budg- 
et of Jan. 3 Rises With Plea 
for More Relief Funds, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s request for an 
additional $250,000,000 for relief in- 
dicated today the Treasury's deficit 
would. mount to about $1,544,000,000 
by June 30, the end of the fiscal 
year. 

This figure is based on Roose- 
velt’s Jan. 3 budget estimates plus 
today’s request. Last year, the def- 
icit was $2,811,318,310 on June 30. 

Deducting estimated expenditures 
for debt retirement, the net deficit 
is expected to climb to $1,338, 4

900 MILES TO ESCAPE BOMBS 
Refugee Scholars Leaving Changsha

CHAN China, Feb. 10.—A 
Japanese air raid on Changsha yes- 
terday hastened preparations of the 
student community, largely refu- 
gees from conquered North China, 
to start on a 60-day journey afoot 
to a safer haven in Yunnan, China’s 
extreme southwestern province.

As to Woman’s Loss of Eye. 

Medical testimony for the de- 
tense today, following that given 
for the plaintiff yesterday, related 
to two controversial points in the 
case.

KOKEN LIQUDATON 
PAN 1S APPROVED 


Calls for Acquisition of Com- 
panies’ Assets by New 
Corporation, 


The liquidation plan submitted 
for the Koken Companies, one of 
the country's oldest and largest 
manufacturers of barber supplies, 
was approved today by United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis. 

The plan, offered in a reorganiza- 


tion bankruptcy proceeding, calls 
for acquisition of the companies’ 
assets by a new corporation to be 
formed by persons represented by 
Chapin S. Newhard, president of 
an investment firm which has a 
$20,000 mortgage on some of the 
concern’s equipment. 

Newhard is to buy unpledged as- 
sets of the Koken Companies for 
$15,000 and cancel the $20,000 mort- 
gage. The Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., trustee under a $247,000 bond 
issue against the Koken plant at 
3400 Morganford road, is to get a 
quit-claim deed to the property. 
The Security National Bank, Sav- 
ings and Trust Co., with a claim 
for $35,000, is to be paid out of the 
collection of accounts receivable 
totaling $36,000, which have been 
pledged to secure that debt. 

General creditors, with claims to- 
taling $58,000, are to be paid pro 
rata, if there are any funds avail- 
able to the old corporation after 
the reorganization has been carried 
out. The old corporation’s capital 
stock of $1,800,000 is wiped out. 

The Koken companies, founded in 
1875 as the Koken Barber Supply 
Co., prospered until 1980, when the 
firm moved from its modest plant 
to the $800,000 establishment on 
Morganford road. The president, 
Lawrence McDougall, testified. at a 
hearing on the liquidation plan its 
difficulties began after that move 
was made, 

Last November the directors 
adopted a resolution declaring the 
company was insolvent, but at the 
request of creditors the action was 
rescinded and the petition for re- 
organization filed.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 10.—Jerry

Final arguments are being heard 
at the murder trial of Wright, for- 
mer airport manager, before a Su- 
perior Court jury of four women 
and eight men, | 

Before the jury was the bullet- 
scared piano bench on which, the 
defense contends, Mra. Wright and 
Kimmel sat embracing when Wright 
discovered them. 

Giesler used as his script state- 
ments made by police concerning 
the death scene, First he sat as 
Mrs. Wright was sitting. Next he 
took Kimmel's position on the 
bench as the bass end of the piano 
keyboard. 

Kimmel’s body was found behind 
the piano bench, his right leg under 
the bench and partly over the body 
of Mrs. Wright. Giesler sat as a 
piano player normally sits. He fell 
off the bench. 

After the demonstration, Giesler 
told the jury that had Kimmel been 
playing the instrument as the 
prosecution has sought to show—he 
would have fallen, when shot, back- 
wards or off the end of the bench. 

“This could have happened,” Gies- 
ler then asserted. He sat astride 
the bench and toppled off. He fell 
into the position in which Kimmel’s 
body was found. When Mrs. Wright 
and Kimmel were together on the 
bench, he said, “discretion flew. to 
the winds.” 


Reviews Wright's Life. 

Earlier Giesler reviewed Wright's 
life since the age of 17. He told of 
events which, he argued, contrib- 
uted toward upsetting Wright so 
profoundly that when Wright found 
his wife and Kimmel embracing he 
shot them to death in a blind rage. 
The married life of the Wrights, 
Giesler said, was “happy and con- 
genial.” “There were some quar- 
rels,” he added, “I’m hot trying to 
tell you that this defendant is a 
saint or an angel.” 55 
Siesler said Mrs. Wright was a 
late riser, always had maids to take 
care of her home and baby, and 
never discharged the usual duties 
of a wife. 

“This is no reflection on her,” he 
continued, “but the question is—did 
she do her part?” 

Giesler mentioned the 1936 sepa- 
ration between Mr. and Mrs. 
Wright—a separation, it has been 
testiifed, that was caused largely 
by financial troubles. 

“If he had wanted to get rid of 
her, he didn’t have to murder her. 
He didn't have to go back to her.“ 

Giesler then reviewed testimony 
that Wright and Kimmel were the 
best of friends up to the time of 
the killing. 

Yesterday’s Arguments. 

In arguments yesterday the State 
limited itself to demand for con- 
viction of “murder in some degree,” 

J. Miller Leavy, assistant prose- 
cutor, assailed Wright for “drag- 
ging through the muck and mire” 
the character of the two victims 
and contended that the defendant 
planned their deaths. But he made 
no mention of any more drastic 
verdict than second degree murder 
with manslaughter as an alterna- 
tive. 

Giesler opened the defense por- 
tion of the scheduled two days 
of argument by describing Wright 
as a puppet of fate, a man of re- 
sponsible position with “everything 
to lose and nothing to gain,” wholly 
without motive before he .came 
upon the scene which he said 
shocked him into temporary un- 
consciousness. 

Ridicules Unconsciousness Theory. 

Leavy ridiculed what he called 
the “fantastic defense of uncon- 
sciousness.” He accused Wright 
of seeking sympathy with his ac- 
cusations against Kimmel and his 
wife, Evelyn. 

Leavy said the State contended 
“murder in some degree Was com- 
mitted, and that if you think this 
crime was committed in the heat 
of passion you might be justified 
in a verdict of manslayghter; but 
if not, you would then consider a 
verdict of second degree murder.” 

Leavy said “we want to show you 
that this defendant entertained 
specific intent to take lives. No 
doubt he may have been astounded 
at the scene he says he saw, but 
evidence shows nothing that I can 
see warranting him to kill them. 

“Premeditation does not have to 
involve more than a very few sec- 
onds,” Leavy continued, and then he 
mentioned a defense reference to 
Wright’s World War shell shock. 

“The first time Wright ever said 
he was shell d,“ Leavy went 
on, “was in this case, He never

$96,000,000 LOSS IN GOLD 
SHOWN BY BANK OF FRANCE 


Total Reserve About $1,785,000,000; 
Below Security Level, Says

PARIS, Feb. 10—The weekly 
statement of the Bank of France 
today showed a loss of more than 
8,000,000,000 francs, ($96,000,000) in 
gold, cutting the reserve from 58,-

785,792,000).

Lucas has based his suit on 
Kent’s column, “The Great Game 
of Politics,” published by the Sun 
on. Sept. 10, 1935. He complained 
specifically of a charge that he had 
circulated Ku Klux Klan cartoons 
against Alfred E. Smith in 1928, and 


the. use of the words “cheap and 


dirty trick,” used in the denuncia- 
tion of his alleged part in getting 
Grocer George W. Norris to run 
against Senator Norris of Nebraska. 
The column was written in com- 
ment on a poll that Lucas was mak- 
ing of Republican presidential tim- 
ber for 1936. 

In his instructions to the jury, 
‘Judge Chestnut said that a letter 
written by former Gov. Smith to.a 
senatorial investigating committee 
in 1931 and admitted as evidence 
yesterday could not be considered 
as establishing the truth. of Kent’s 
assertion. Smith’s letter accused 
Lucas of circulating the cartoons.

Declares Missing Charge d' Affaires 

| Was a Victim of Fascist 
Political Crime,

MOSCOW, Feb. 10.—Russia sent 
the Rumania Government an em- 
phatic protest last night. over the 
disappearance of Jodor Budenko, 
Soviet Charge d' Affaires at Buch- 
arest, asserting that he was a vic- 
tim of a Fascist “political crime.”

tive orders. He observed that there 
apparently was some ipterest in 
this new material and that it had 
been sold to a newspaper’ syndicate, 
In answer to a reporter’s question, 
he said he had written this ma- 
terial himself.

In response, the bureau has investigated and tested 
all the chemicals known to have been marketed for 
the purpose of improved combustion, as well as many 
others. They were applied to a wide range of bitu- 
minous coals and cokes. Treated and untreated 
fuels were burned under carefully controlled con- 
ditions. Factors studied in detail were the effects 
of the chemicals on rates of ignition and combustion, 
on caking of coal in fuel beds, on tar and soot car- 
ried from the fuel beds, on soot deposited on sur- 
faces of furnaces and flues, on the emission of smoke, 
on the ash and clinker and on the reaction of the 
sulphur in the fuels. 

These studies showed that pre-treatment of coal 
by chemicals is of negligible effect. 

If St. Louis is to solve its smoke problem, it will 
have to look elsewhere. It will have to await the 
development of a smokeless fuel that can be sold at 
approximately the game price levels as now govern 
the sale of cheap llinoig coal.

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Hearty Dishes Take on Added

Winter sports have gained in 
popularity to such an extent that 
phases of social life connected with 
these rugged outdoor activities. So 


it is that hearty foods for hearty 


appetites are quite in order and 
clever hostesses are delving into 
recipes of grandma’s day to find 


some of the forgotten foods of yes- 


propriate on these menus are baked 
beans generously layered with sav- 
ory salt or “barreled” pork. Or, 
one t serve a large tureen of 
fish or corn chowder in which float 
crisp pieces of well-browned pork. 
Other suggestions are baked corned 
beef hash, ham hocks with vege- 
tables, or a heap of rich brown 
griddle cakes with pork sausage. 
The salt pork listed in the recipes 
given here is an old-fashioned form 
of pork that is often overlooked 
when hunting for something differ- 
ent. In fact, this method of keep- 


ing pork. by salting was used by 


the pioneers of this country who 
worked outdoors through the long 
cold winters, not for sport but for 
their livelihood. 
There are two methods of pre- 
paring this salted pork. In one 
method, the pieces of fresh ‘pork 
are rubbed well with salt, . then 
cuted in tiers. In the other meth- 
od, the salted pork is packed into 
barrels and allowed to remain in 
the brine formed by the salt and. 
meat juices. Although the fatter 
pieces of pork are usually used for 
this salt treatment, there are sec- 
tions of the country in which the 
flavor of this meat is so well liked 
that all cuts of pork may be pur- 
chased salted. Where economy is 
a deciding issue, this style of pork 
is a gréat boon because of the low 
price, the high fuel value, and the 
variety of combinations possible, 
For the following recipes, one 
may use the dry salted or the bar- 
reled pork, buying a fat piece where

Probably the 
runner-up for that distinction is an 
oyster pie—a savory, steaming 
oyster filling hidden beneath a ten- 
der pie crust. 

Oyster Pie. 

Two cups sifted flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

‘ Three-quarters teaspoon salt. 

Six tablespoons butter or other 
shortening. 

Three-quarters cup milk (about). 

Two cups drained oysters. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Dash of cayenne. 

Four tablespoons melted butter. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Cut in shortening. Add milk grad- 
ually, stirring until soft dough is 
formed, Turn out on slightly 
floured board and knead 30 sec- 
onds, or enough to shape, Roll one- 
half of dough one-eighth inch 
‘thick; line a nine-inch pie plate, 
allowing dough to extend one-half 
inch beyond the edge of plate. Fold 
inward even with rim of plate. Fill 
with oysters; sprinkle with salt, 
cayenne and butter. Roll other half 
of dough one-eighth inch thick; 
with sharp knife make slits to per- 
mit escape of steam. Fit over oy- 
sters, pressing edges together with 
floured fork. Bake in hot oven 
(450 degrees) 30 minutes. Serves 
six,

‘Main Meal May Be Created 


Using Canned Vegetables 
as a Base. 


There comes a time in every 
household, however well organized 
and smooth the routine may be, 
when something occurs to upset all 
the plans. Shopping, club meet- 
ings, unexpected guests for dinner 


usually reflect on the meal and call

This is where the emergency 
shelf plays its part. The time has 
passed when using canned goods 
meant merely using a can opener 
and a saucepan. Today there are 
many tasty dishes that may be cre- 


ated with canned vegetables as a 


base. While every menu should in- 
clude at least one fresh vegetable 
for the main meal, there are times 
when this rule may be set aside. 

Here are some recipes for quick 
dishes using out-of-season vegeta- 
bles. 

Shrimp and Corn Pudding. 
Two tablespoons butter.

Although lacking Hollywood's 
technical resources in his native 
studio, the foreign director was the 
undisputed master of any film he 
undertook. He saw the picture 
through from its basic idea to the 
final stages of editing, leaving his 
mark on the finished work. In Hol- 
lywood, however, directors, with 
few exceptions, are subject to a 
great number of checks and bal- 
ances so that the producer may pro- 
tect his investment by sticking to 
the tried film ingredients. Often 
a half-completed script, a story in 
which the director may have no 
personal interest, is dumped in his 
lap a day before shooting starts; 
and, the director having fulfilled 
his stint, the product is relegated to 
the impersonal acissors of a cutter.

IL this has affected some of the 
most prominent directors in the 
world, for, with the exceptions 

of Rene-Clair, Alfred Hitchcock and 
a handful of Russian directors, al- 
most every top-flight director, and 
many inferior ones as well, have 
been contracted by Hollywood at 
one time or another. :

It is estimated (by Hocker, Mod- 
ley and Taylor in their new 
“Graphic History of the United 
States”) that by 1950, 30 per cent 
of our population will Be 45 years

Although more people are reach- 
ing the age of 50, there is no evi- 
dence that the extreme limits of 
human life span have been ex- 
tended.

The limit 
of human age is 100 years. In over 
200 years’ experience, the life in- 
surance companies of Great Brit- 
ain had only one instance of a cem 
tenarian.

year in high school and I fear I 
am failing because I have no self- 
confidence. Please help me. Please 
tell me how I can get it.” 

That is a note from a high 
school boy.. I wish I could give him 
an unfailing recipe, but that is be- 
yond my power, and, I fear, beyond 
the power of anybody else. But 
the teacher could help a great deal. 
It won't help the boy any to tell 
him to be brave, and bright. His 
trouble is too much self-attention 
now. If he gives himself any more 
he will soon submerge. The teach- 
er is the best one to aid. I am ap- 
pealing to all high school teachers 
to study the needs of the boys and 
girls who. lack ‘self-confidence and 
do what is possible to help them. 

The first thing to do is to in- 
vestigate their state of health. All- 
ing children cannot be brave and 
bright. If a child does not get 
enough rest, play, food, cheerful 


phase first. 

Next, and this cannot be disre- 
garded, adjust the student’s. work 
to his capacity. Bring it well within 
his capacity. Even if he has to be 
regraded to do this, it must be 
done. Until the student can suc- 
ceed in some one field, self-confi- 
dence is denied him. 

Sometimes such a child has a 
special gift. It may be only a 
slight one. We had a boy who hid 
in corners all day long and failed 
consistently to do any work any- 


jwhere until, by accident, a teacher 


discovered that he was an excellent 
mimic. She got him to put on a 
show and from that day on, with 
the applause of the school ringing 
in his ears, he walked proudly 
among us. And he began to learn. 

Find something the shy, retir- 
ing child can do well and accent 
it until he begins to depend upon 
it to carry him. The first step 
well set, the next is easier always. 
Tie him to. some friendly sympa- 
thetic teacher who will make his 
way easier, and he will improve. 

Direct talk, direct instruction, 
admonitions to be brave, to do bet- 
ter, to get a high mark are use- 
less. They do harm instead of 
good because they make him feel 
his weakness more acutely. Deal 
as impersonally and as casually as 
possible with this sort of student, 
but keep him moving somewhere, 
somehow. 3 0 

Study the people about him, and 
if there is one who keeps telling 
him what a dead one he is, attend 
to that person promptly. This sort 
of student needs encouragement 
most of all. He needs praise. He 
gets enough criticism and has his 
faults pointed out sufficiently for 
his good. Let him have a song of 
praise for a change. 

Make him useful. Send him on 
errands about the school, and the 
neighborhood and train him how 
to carry a message, how to deliver 
it and bring back the answer. This 
is a step in social relations that 
is not to be taken for granted. Once 
the shy child can accomplish an 
errand he has made a long stride 
forward. Always give him some- 
thing to carry in his hand. Let 
him be well-experienced in that 
way before giving him speeches to 
deliver. Let the business become 
more complicated as he develops 
power. Every high school needs a 
teacher who understands this child 
and his problems and their solu-

VALENTINE OF OLDEN DAYS. 


T IS pleasant in a changing 

world to observe that the senti- 

ment of sending love messages 
on St. Valentine's Day and the 
style and appearance of the mis- 
sives have changed little in a hun- 
dred years. Or rather, though end- 
less ingenuity has been exercised 
to produce new and original ideas 
in valentines year after yefir, per- 
ennially popular and perhaps the 
smartest today are those patterned 
very much after the lace-paper pull- 
out models that first appeared 
about 1840. 

Valentines frequently have ap- 
pealed to collectors and specimens 
found in ancient scrapbooks and 
old packets of letters, passing from 
heirs into the hands of dealers, 
thence to appreciative collectors. 
each adding a toll, sometimes sends 
their prices sky high.  - 

A valuable collection made by 
the late Mrs. Wilbur B. Stone of 


mod, Jaccard and King for a dis- 
play this week alongside the latest 


in Me shows how little val- 
entine fashions have changed, or 
possibly that, though yastly im- 
proved in workmanship and with 
endless variety to choose from, the 
tendency of valentine makers just 
now is to go back to quaint old 
originals for inspiration. 

Pierced and embossed lace paper 
valentines dating back to the mid- 
dle of last century (two of which 
are pictured here), embellished 
with cut-out embossed bouquets, 
garlands, hearts, ‘doves, lovers’ 
knots and other appropriate em- 
blems, though stamped from dies 
made by a few skilled hand crafts- 
men are scarcely less . elaborate 
than those made with mass pro- 
duction facilities today, The early 
makers were just about as re- 
sourceful in materials they em- 
ployed, too. Satin panels, hand- 
painted, real lace ruffles, round 
nosegays, silk fringes, ribbon ap- 
pliques, small mirrors, painted and 
enameled miniatures and all sorts 
of secret openings and surprise 
packages were thought of before 


1850. 

One difference between the mod- 
ern and the ancient valentines is 
that upon the early ones the mes- 
sage frequently was written by 
hand. Handwriting was a polite 
accomplishment; moreover, to make 
the message more personal and flat- 
tering, verses were supposed to be 
composed by the sender especially 
for the recipient. However, since 
chap books containing verses suit- 
able for valentines published by 
enterprising book sellers of the 
period have been preserved along 
with old valentines, and since du- 
plicates of verses in various hand- 
writings turn up, it is suspected

the poets were not always so orig- 
inal as they pretented to be. 
Another distinctive change in our 
own less sentimental age is from 
the dolorous, lovelorn tone the 
early verse makers affected. More 
suitable for a tombstone than a 
cheery holiday tribute seems the 
following: 
All golden thoughts, all wealth of 


days, 
Truth, friendship, love, surround 
her, 
So may she smile till life is. closed 

And angel hands have crowned 

her, 

A tiny mirror inset deep in the 
center of layers of lace paper, ex- 
tended one above the other on 
paper hinges, is intended to reflect 
the sad, sweet smile this verse un- 
doubtedly inspired. 

Valentines of embossed paper 
shown in the collection antedate 
the lace paper era. Others still 
older and more primitive, dating 
perhaps to 1820, are printed from 
wood cuts and lithographs, Printed 
in gold ink is the scrolled pattern 
encircling: the pair of lovers in 


one illustrated, lower right. Above 

them the sender has toilsomely in- 

scribed this sentiment: 

To you my soul’s affections move 
Devoutly, warmly, true, 

My life has been a task of love, 
One long, long thought of you. 
Quainter and funnier are two 

other examples of the early print- 

ed valentines, They are not in- 
tended to be funny, for according 
to historical data accompanying the 
collection, comic valentines did not 
appear before the end of the nine- 
teenth century. The young lady at 
the window of the thatched cot- 
tage spying on the dandy waiting 
at the stile on which sits a beckon- 
ing Cupid, undoubtedly meant it 
when she wrote beneath the scene— 

Armed with sincerity and truth 

I send these lines to you, dear youth. 

In love’s own rite Td fain incline 

To join my faithful heart to thine. 


Sweet as the vernal gates of spring 
My votive offering thus I bring, 
Hymen shall fan the gentle fire 
And love propitiate desire.

ing; are those with “endless chain” 
inscriptions. Sentiments handwrit- 
ten are interwoven throughout a de- 
sign, often a true-lover’s-knot, and 
to decipher them the recipient had 
to discover the beginning of the 
verse. 

Few of the old valentines had sep- 
arate envelopes but were folded and 
sealed all in one piece with seal- 
ing wax. The envelope in the beak 
of the dove about to land on the 
shoulder of the timid but recep- 
tive lady of the wood cut, illus- 
trated here, is no secret after more 
than a hundred years, and since it 


went through the hands of a print- 
er instead of being hand written, 
contains this tender though dole- 
ful message: 

Go, gentle dove, to one I love,
